Dr. Balo Plnkelsteln. noted mem- 
ory expert, will be the principle 
speaker at the convocation to be 
held at 10 a. m. today In Memorial 
hall. His discussion will be given 
on "Rapid Memorising and Calcu- 
lations." All third hour classes will 
be dismissed. 

Doctor Plnkelsteln will be intro- 
duced by Dr. Prank L. McVey. 
Preceding the Introduction of the 
principal speaker, the presentation 
of the annual Phi Beta Kappa book 
award will be made by Dr. L. A 
Pnrdue. resident of the Kentucky 
chapter, to the student, who as a 
freshman last year, made the best 
scholastic record in the College of 
Arts and Sciences. These books 
were selected by the winning stu- 
dent and are valued at $20. 

A demonstration of his abilities 
In rapid memorizing and calcula- 
tion will be given by Doctor Plnkel- 
steln. following which he will give a 
suggested explanation of the rea- 
sons for his ability. 

While the explanation of his phe- 
nomenal perception and memory 
for figures Is still under discussion, 
several ideas have been propounded 
by noted authorities and these Doc- 
tor Plnkelsteln will attempt to ex- 
plain to the students, along with 
the results of his own research on 
the subject. Whether or not Doctor 
Plnkelsteln has a remarkable native 
gift In this particular, his results 
demonstrate the possibility of very 
striking success when a particular 
ability of this kind is highly culti- 
vated. It suggests what enthusiasm 
and practice might do In other 
fields 

The recent convocation address of 
Doctor Plnkelsteln at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan was spoken of not 
only as a "highly successful exhi- 
bition," but also as a valuable con- 
iribution to knowledge of the rapid 
wasp of number relations." Follow- 
ing his convocation address here he 
will go on n tour of universities In 
the South and West, where he will 
repeat demonstrations of his pro- 
found ability.

Struggle For Existence Shown 
By Histories of KHSPA Papers 



Success and failure, struggle and 
strife have marked the appearance 
and continued production of the 
majority of Kentucky's high school 
news publications, it appears from 
the compiled histories of these 
Vnrnals, and but for the hard work 
of interested students and sympa- 
thetic faculty members, the state 
wculd have no high school papers 
to record the progress of education. 

The papers of most of the high 
schools who will be represented In 
the Kentucky High 8chool Press 
Association are Included In the 
short histories that appear below: 
Mt. Sterling Hi Spy 

In the school year 1905-06 the Mt 
Sterling High School published the 
"Purple and Gold." It was a small 
booklet in magazine form contain- 
ing news stories, editorials, and 
much the same kind of material we 
see in our high school papers of 
today. 

In 1930 the plan was entirely re- 
vised and the "Hi Spy" became the 
official publication. It contained 
eight pages and was edited monthly 
Ui magazine form. 

After the advisor attended the 
National High 8chool Press Asso- 
ciation in 1931 and saw what was 
being done In the high school news- 
paper world, the Hi Spy was trans- 
formed into a newspaper proper in 
1932. It was patterned after larger 
aatlies and weeklies and good col- 
lege publications. It has 
in this style until the

Clarkson Cardinal 

The Clarkson Cardinal has been 
published monthly by the pupils 
of the Clarkson 8chool since 1924. 
The first publication was a small 
four-page paper which was admit- 
ted as a member of the Kentucky 
High School Press association in 
1926. and retained membership un- 
til 1935. In 1930 we were repre- 
sented at the convention for the 
first time, and the paper was rated 
a; an average paper. In 1931 we 
v. ere again represented at the con- 
vention. 

In 1935 the pupils decided to sub- 
stitute "The Reflector," an annual, 
In the place of the school paper. 
In 1936 the pupils -dclded to con- 
tinue the publication of the Clark- 
son Cardinal. The paper then be- 
came an eight-page paper. The 
present staff is proflttlng by the 
success and mistakes made in the 
past and the paper is a bigger and 
better one.

Daviess County School News 
The Daviees County School News 
|l published twice each month, and 
• paper Is mailed to every family 
in the county. The circulation is 
4,500. Students, teachers and pa- 
trons of all the county schools may 
send in school news, editorials, 
feature articles or literary produc- 
tions. The paper Is made up of two 
double sheets, of four pages of sev- 
en columns. One hundred and slx- 

lng. 

The News Is financed by 
ing and a subscription of 25 cents 
per student Each school pays It* 
quota of subscriptions from Its gen- 
eral school fund. 
To date we have published eight 
the first of -vhlch appeared 
3, 1936.

The Gravel 

In 1926 the first Oavel was la- 
ed It was a 



column paper. Of the 500 copies 
printed. 75 were disposed of by stu- 
dents; the remaining copies were 
distributed among parochial schools. 

In 1936 the Gravel had grown 
from a five-column to a six-column 
paper, and has reached a circula- 
tion mark of 1,000 copies monthly. 
But most Important of all The 
Gravel has been instrumental in 
bringing about the phenomenal In- 
crease of almost 500 per cent en- 
rollment at the Academy. No're 
Dame having at present a regis- 
tration of more than 250 students. 

Finally. The Gravel has received 
international, national, state and 
local recognition as a first-class 
school paper.

The Campus Chatter 

The Campus Chatter, a mimeo- 
graphed paper In magazine form, 
published by the class of Journal- 
Ism at the Kentucky Female Or- 
phan school, Midway, was flist put 
out in April of 1930. 

Several honors have been won 
by the paper. In both 1935 and 
1936. the American Education Week 
Awards were won. In 1935 also, 
the National Mimeograph Exchange 
gave the paper honorable mention 
A Certificate of Merit for outstand- 
ing community results attained in 
its production was given In 1936 
by the National Mimeograph Paper 
Association. 

The Campus Chatter strives to 
give the staff valuable Journalistic 
training.

Pike High News 

The initial Issue of The Hke HI 
News came off the press In the 
form of a printed, flve-column 
newspaper In 1926. For three years 
it continued in that form ai.d then 
it was changed to a printed maga- 
zine with Sarah Hendricks as edi- 
tor. In the fall of 1930 The Pike 
High News appeared In the form 
of a mimeographed magazine. 

In 1934 it appeared In the form 
o/ a three column, mimeographed 
newspaper. In 1935 it attain changed 
Its style and appeared as a mimeo- 
graphed magazine. 

This year it reverted again to 
ntwspapei form and appears once 
a month with a circulation of 1.000 
copies.

The University of Kentucky bas- 
leteers ushered in their 1936 37 
season Wednesday night In the 
Alumni gym by disposing of the 
Georgetown College Tigers 46-21 
before a crowd of approximately 
3.500 

The Wildcats started off slow and 
received a scare from the Tiger net- | 
men when they were tied up Just 
before the half. 15-15. when Quin- 
lan, big center of the Orange. sank 
•x pivot shot. With two minutes 
left in the first half. Carlisle slip- 
ped In behind the Tiger defense 
and put through a crip shot to put 
the Kentucky team in the lead 
Kentucky received the ball from the 
tip and Thompson. Big Blue center, 
sank a pivot shot as the half ended, 
elvlne Kentucky a 19-15 lead 

When the 'Cat team returned to 
the game at the start of the second 
half it was evident that the pep 
talk and rest had done much 
toward their favor, for they Im- 
mediately began to click and ran up 
the score to 27-15 before three 
minutes of the second half had 
passed They began to take ad- 
vantage of their height and weight 
and soon left the Orangemen far 
in the rear. 

Late in the game, with Kentucky 
leading 39-20. Coach Adolpii Rupp 
sent in his second team to carry 
on the warfare and they showed 
promise cf providing good reserve 
power for the Big Blue by holding 
the Tiger team to a single free 
throw while they were gathering 7 
points among themselves. 

The same, as an opening n..me. 
was -vHtched with sreat interest, 
lor sj>ort scribes, as well as coaches 
all over the South, have learned 
to respect the Rupp-coached bas- 
keteers and were watching for the 
pov. er that might show up in their 
opcnei. 

Thev were not disap|>o!uieci In 
the least for the two playcis that 
jolred the regular three left over 
from last year's club, were the out- 
standing players of the game, along 
with Carlisle. They were Bcrnie 
Opper. a sophomore from New 
York, and Tubby Thompson, a phy- 
sical giant from Jeffersonville Ind. 
He is also a sophomore. 

Opper has the Job of till':., the 
shoes of AU-Amerlcan Andy An- 
derson and from all indications will 
do Just that. Besides being a good, 
fast guard. Opper has an uncanny 
eye for the basket, and last night 
shoved through 8 points fiom out 
In the floor. 

The second sophomore. Thomp- 
son, didn't break into the stinting 
line-up but replaced Walker very 
early in the game. His ability to 
throw In shots from all angles will 
give opponents much worry this 
year. Thompson gathered 6 points 
during his activity in the contest. 

The high-point honors went to 
Ralph Carlisle, who threw 16 mark- 
err through the hoop Quinlan. 
center, and Shaefer. guard, were 
the outstanding players for the 
Orange team; Quinlan making 9 of 
the Orange points while Schaefer 
played a whale of a game on the 
defense.

Histories of High 
School Papers Given 



Jack 



Henry Clay Hl-Tlmes 

Until February 1934. the sole 
Henry Clay high school publication. 
"The Hi-Tlmes." was a quarterly 
magazine. At that time after de- 
liberate and careful planning, the 
change from a magazine to a bi- 
weekly paper "The Hl-Tlme.-" was 
brought about through the efforts 
of the Student-Teacher council. 

The first Issue of "The Hl-Ttmes" 
In Its new form came from the 
press February 16. 1934. At a later 
meeting It was announced that the 
new project would cost approxi- 
mately two hundred and eighty 
dollars. Of this amount, the Stu- 
dent Activity Fund will provide 
two hundred dollars and the re- 
mainder will be obtained from ad- 
vertisements and the sale of papers 
not subscribed for bv the activity 
ticket. 

At present 600 copies of the paper 
are printed every two weeks. 
• • • 

Nlcholasville High Progressor 

In February, 1936. the first edi- 
tion of The Progressor went on 
sale. During that year the staff 
bought $300 worth of equipment, 
and aided by a $75 donation from 
the board of education, almost paid 
for It. 

In 1936 new supplies were bought, 
the old debts were paid, and a 
small sum was left with which to 
start the next year's work 

With an even larger and more 
experienced staff, The Progressor 
started its third year with over $50 
worth of new equipment and a cir- 
culation of approximately 300 
copies each month.

Danville lllrh 

Danville liljrh school ha* had a 
newspaper for some thirteen years 
From 1924 to 192» the publication 
was called •Danville High News." 
In 19» the name was changed to 
"The Log" upon the Mifrgestlon of 
a faculty member. The nautical 
term la In line with the varsity 
athletic teams called the "Admi- 
ral*" 

At one time the paper was a 
small, three-column bulletin The 
first issues of "The Lor." however, 
were of four column stie. The pa- 
per staff In later years worked the 
paper up to full newspaper size. 

In the fall of 1934 the senior 
class voted to combine the paper 
and the annual. Succeeding classes 
have done the same The paper 
was brought back to the four col- 
umn size and was printed on a bet- 
ter grade of paper than ordinary 
news stock. A special cover was 
worked out. about the slee of the 
orthodox annual, and has been 
standardized The papers arc bound 
at the end of the year. The pres- 
ent paper is an elght-pnge affair 
There are sixteen pages In the 
Christmas edition and twenty-four 
In the senior edition. Eight issues 
come out during the vear.

Ormsby Village News 

The Ormsby Villas? News, wrekly 
publication of the Ormsby Village 
high school. Anchorage. Is a two- 
column, four- pogr newspaper which, 
in the summer of 1934. reDlaced the 
original Ormsby Village News, a 
monthly news magazine first pub- 
lished in March. 1927 

Some time later a paper known 
as The Junior News was begun as 
h school project In 1929, however. 
"The Ormsby Villa',:' News" sup- 
planted The Junior News as a 
school activity and since that time 
has been a Joint production of the 
English department and the print 
shop; the school being responsible 
for contributing and editing ma- 
terial, the shop being responsible 
for the mechanical work. 

For a brief period in the spring 
of 1930 It was found necessary to 
change the form of the paper to 
facilitate printing and several edi- 
tions appeared as a four-page bi- 
weekly newspaper with three col- 
umns to the page. During this 
period the staff also acted as the 
editorial body of the school annual 
published for the first time In 1930 

• • • 

The High School Record 

The publication of the Louisville 
Girls High School paper. The High 
School Record, was first begun as 
an organ of the Alethean Literary 
Society. After L. O. H. 8. was es- 
tsbUshsd, nearly 80 years ago, Ale- 
thean Record got Its start, being 
first printed as a monthly maga- 
zine. This method of publication 
lasted until 1911. when the paper 
war. taken over by the whole school, 
and became The High School Re- 
cord. 

In 1923 The Record became a ' 
weekly newspaper, "the only high 
school weekly In Kentucky." This 
form held until 1930 when, due to 
I necessitated "depression" cut, the 
paper was published only bi-week- 
ly It is still issued on this basis. 
In the fall of 1935 a Journalism 
class was formed in Girl;: High, 
which took charge of editing the 
paper. Up to this time a specially 
selected group had oerved as the 
staff.

The Newport High Newporter 

In the spring of 1935 the school 
paper of Newport High school, now 
called "the Newporter," was begun 
The paper under the direction of 
Mr. Busch, a member of the facul- 
ty, carried the news of the school 
and of school organizations. Mr 
Fraft. the principal, suggested the 
name of the paper Preceding The 
Newporter was a monthly magazine 



which wss at one time called "The 
Tattler and at another time "The 
Dobra 

During the last four years the 
paper has been sold with the ath- 
letic pass books Previously the 
paper was supported by subscrip- 
tions and advert MM of local 
merchants Now the money ob- 
tained through advertisements Is 
used for conventions, subscriptions 
for magazines, dues for national 
nnd state organisations, and a staff 
dinner at the end of the year 



The West Kentucky Bell, official 
publication of Tllghman High 
school. Paducah. was founded and 
has been published regularly since 
1924 It Is one of the oldest sec- 
ondary school paiiers In the state. 

The staff responsible for the pa- 
per is appointed by the teacher of 
Journalism from those students who 
have had a semester s work In news 
writing and editing, with occasional 
articles submitted by "free lance" 
writers who have had no training 
other than fundamentals of English. 

The Bell la a ,-4x column paper 
and Is published bi-monthly 
througout the scholastic yeai Sub- 
scription price Is seventy-five cents 
a year. Financing of the paper la 
rranaged through revenue from 
subscriptions plus that secured lrom 
advertising by local firm* The 
i dvertislng rate is sixty cents for 
one column Inch for an Individual 
advertisement and fifty cents on 
contract.

the staff planned to make It a bi- 
weeklv publication A commercial 
printer did the work and his mini- 
mum charge for printing It was 
twenty-five dollars an Issue. Sub- 
script Inns were taken at fifty cents 
a term, but this method was soon 
discarded In favor of salesgirls who 
wrre appointed to sell the paper 
before school in the halls on a 
Mrlrtly rash basis 

Four years after the founding of 
the Aerial arrangement* 
with Ahrens Trade School to print 
the Aerial and charge for the ma- 
terials only.

The Belfry 
Booster." was produced hen from 
!927 to 1930. 

The first Issue '1927>. when Bel- 
try was only a JunlT- HlRh. was a 
four-pnRc monthly. This paper 
made a rmall proflv Next year 
there were nine I sues and for the 
first time there appeared pictures 
and a special graduation Issue 
celebratinR Belfry's first graduating 
class, was published. Then for six 
years, the paper was only a ihlng 
nf the past. 

In 1936. five Issues appealed be- 
tween January and June. Tills 
eight- .page paper operated with 
some profit. The sucess of last 
year's paper has encouraged ex- 
pansion. For 1936-37 with the 
backing of the entire school, seven 
issues are planned.

Hazard High School 

In September of 1935 a number of 
Hazard high school students. Inter- 
ested in reviving the Journalism 
Club asked a member of the faculty 
to sponsor the club and proceed to 
arrange for the publication of a 
school paper. Advertisements were 
solicited and the first Issue ap- , 
peared In October The students I 
accepted the new publication and ] 
demanded that it continued to be | 
issued In spite oi the poor make- 
up. Six Issues appeared during ihe 
year. 

Under a new sponsor the Journal- 
Ism club again published a school 
paper In September 1936. This is- 
sue also appeared in October; how- 
ever, it was more favorably re- 
ceived because of the efforts made 
to Improve its contents and ap- 
pearance. 

The paper is still pooriy con- 
structed due probably to unexperi- 
enced typists and an ancient mim- 
eograph. The mimeograph used is 
In deplorable condition and the 
staff has offered to contribute 
toward a new machine. However, 
in spite of the mimeograph and 
the one typewriter. "On The Hill" 
is making regular appearances and 

is improving steadily.

Journalism sophomores arc now 
converting their writing ability into 
cash. Three weeks ago the buddliiK 
Journalism feature writing class 
mailed out 21 feature stories to 



trade publications in all part* of the 
country. S3 per cent or seven of 
which have already been sold, seven 
which have been returned, and sev- 
en are still unheard from. 

These magazine articles will ap- 
pear In such Journals as the "Boot 
and Shoe Recorder," New York, 
"The Southern Hardwarr Mer- 
chant," Atlanta, Oa.. and the 
Southern Stationer and Office Out- 
fitter." Atlanta. For the greater 
majority of these students the 
forthcoming checks will reward 
their first efforts at commercial 
journalism. Prof. Nlel Plummer es- 
timates that the articles will bring 
an average of slightly more than 110 
each, and states that the features 
were written on commercial pro- 
jects In Lexington, farm activities 
and campus happenings and Insti- 
tutions, and each were approxi- 
mately 1.000 words in length.

In The Kernel, and In other Lex- 
ington and campus publication*, 
more than 1,200 column inches or 
60 newspaper columns have been 
written by sophomore Journalism 
students.
